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Fire  Chiefs  Report 


The  following  is  a  report  of  the  Milan  Fire  Department  and 
it's  activities  for  1972.  Assistant  Chief,  Alex  Nadeau  and  myself 
were  able  to  attend  a  Seminar  for  fire  officers  which  was  held  in 
Laconia  on  April  29  and  30.  This  two  day  session  included  a 
twenty  hour  Seminar  covering  "How  to  size  up  a  fire  and  how  to 
fight  fire."  Several  weeks  later  the  Seminar  was  held  at  the 
Berlin  Vocational  Technical  College  for  firemen  and  covered 
"How  to  handle  Equipment"  which  several  men  attended  includ- 
ing:      Bernard   Chase,   Rodney    Legendre   and   Robert   Douglass. 

The  town  had  the  misfortune  of  a  costly  forest  fire  this  last 
year  in  the  Nay  Pond  area  on  the  Bean  Lumber  Co.  land.  This 
fire  proves  there  is  still  a  need  for  fire  prevention  and  regular 
patrols  to  patrol  our  land.

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Report  of  the  Forest  Fire  Warden 


In  New  Hampshire,  forest  fire  control  is  a  cooperative  State- 
town  program.  The  Town  Forest  Fire  Warden,  appointed  by  the 
Director,  Division  of  Resources  Development  upon  recommenda- 
tion of  the  Selectmen  and  the  State's  District  Forest  Fire  Chief  is 
responsible  for  fire  suppression  and  other  related  duties.  The 
State  shares  equally  with  the  town  in  the  cost  of  most  forest  fires, 
except  illegal  and  careless  fires,  which  are  charged  to  the  respon- 
sible party.  The  State  further  provides  fire  detection  services, 
prevention  programs,  fire  training  for  town  wardens  and  crews, 
and  back  up  equipment  for  fire  suppression. 

By  authority  of  the  State,  the  Town  Forest  Fire  Warden  con- 
trols all  outside  burning  in  his  town  except  backyard  cooking 
fires.  Any  person  wishing  to  kindle  a  fire  when  the  ground  is  not 
covered  with  snow  must  obtain  a  fire  permit,  free  of  cost,  from 
the  Town  Forest  Fire  Warden.  No  permits  will  be  issued  for  fires 
between  9:00  A.M.  and  5:00  P.M.  unless  it  is  raining,  except  for 
commercial  purposes. 

Please  be  careful  when  using  fire,  remember  it  can  be  an 
extremely  useful  tool  when  under  control  but  once  allowed  to 
run  wild  it  can  become  a  disastrous  and  devastating  force.  Only 
you  can  prevent  a  forest  fire.

Report  of  Superintendent 


To  the  Citizens  of  the  School  District  of  Milan: 

My  second  year  as  your  Superintendent  of  Schools  has  pro- 
vided me  with  more  insight  into  your  needs  and  the  problems 
which  will  face  the  community  during  the  next  few  years.  I  only 
hope  I  will  be  able  to  provide  you  with  the  assistance  you  will 
need  to  help  you  resolve  them. 

Warrant 

Your  school  warrant  contains  several  articles  which  will  require 
your  close  attention  at  the  District  meeting.  The  first  of  these 
involves  added  transportation  to  York  Pond  Road.  This  article 
was  inserted  at  the  request  of  Mr.  George  Valliere  who  anticipates 
moving  some  ten  mobile  homes  into  the  area. 

Article  seven  will  place  before  the  voters  the  question  of  hiring 
a  new  classroom  teacher.  Much  of  the  money  needed  to  carry  out 
this  addition  may  be  found  in  the  salaries  of  Mrs.  Julie  Oliver  and 
Mrs.  Madeleine  Pitre.  Combining  their  salaries  and  adding  an  ad- 
ditional $2,281.02  would  give  us  the  required  amount  to  carry 
out  the  intent  of  this  article. 

Article  eight  requests  $1,050.00  to  purchase  the  new  equip- 
ment necessary  to  set  up  a  classroom  in  the  basement  of  the 
school.  The  money  would  be  used  to  purchase  bookcases,  desks 
and  chairs,  shades,  chalkboard,  file,  etc.,  as  well  as  install  new 
lights  and  a  clothing  area. 

Growing  Enrollment  Problem 

Your  school  board  is  being  faced  with  a  growing  enrollment 
problem  and  increased  costs  both  locally  and  in  its  tuition  to 
Berlin.  Both  problems  are  associated  with  one  another  and  repre- 
sent areas  over  which  your  school  board  has  little  control. 

The  enrollment  problem  which  seems  to  be  a  growing  one  is 
directly  related  to  the  dual  enrollment  program  in  the  Berlin 
Parochial  Schools  and  the  influx  of  mobile  homes  into  the  com- 
munity. If  the  trend  were  to  continue  it  is  only  reasonable  to  ex- 
pect that  the  school  will  have  some  ten  to  twelve  extra  children 
by  September  of  this  year.  At  the  present  time,  with  the  numbers 
of  children  we  have  now,  we  would  not  have  the  room  to  house 
the  additional  children  this  fall  unless  something  were  done.  On 
that  basis,  your  school  board  has  made  the  move  to  place  the 
question  before  you,  the  voters,  for  your  decision. 
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The  second  problem  is  associated  with  tuition  to  Berlin.  Not 
only  have  we  been  faced  with  increased  tuition  costs,  but  also 
numbers  of  students.  Our  tuition  has  shot  up  from  an  expenditure 
of  $56,418.38  in  1971-72  to  a  proposed  budget  of  $82,073.81 
for  1973-74.  This  represents  an  increase  over  two  years  of  45.5%. 
Needless  to  say  this  is  a  great  deal  of  money.  At  the  same  time  it 
is  an  area  over  which  we  have  little  if  any  control. 

Milan  Study  Committee 

Your  study  committee  selected  after  the  March  meeting  last 
year,  has  met  on  several  occasions  to  acquaint  itself  with  the 
problems  of  the  school.  Under  the  joint  leadership  of  Ronald 
Hawkins  and  Rodney  Legendre  we  have  every  hope  the  problems 
of  the  school  will  be  outlined  to  you  at  the  March  6th  meeting 
and  that  the  alternatives  open  to  the  community  will  be  explored. 
The  committee  needs  your  support  as  well  as  your  suggestions  if 
it  hopes  to  accomplish  its  task. 

Minimum  Standards 

The  second  phase  of  the  Minimum  Standards  has  been  reduced 
in  part  in  an  attempt  to  hold  down  costs.  Your  schedule  of  im- 
plementation would  have  added  physical  education,  music,  and 
library  services  in  September  of  1973.  However,  our  lack  of  ad- 
equate facilities  and  pending  enrollment  problems  caused  your 
school  board  to  implement  only  two  of  the  three  areas  for  the 
coming  year.  This  obviously  leaves  a  larger  step  to  be  accom- 
plished in  the  fall  of  1974.  However,  with  costs  the  way  they  are, 
your  school  board  did  not  feel  it  could  ask  for  more. 

Transportation 

The  transportation  budget  for  1973-74  represents  a  substantial 
increase  over  1972-73.  As  you  may  recall,  your  school  board  at 
the  1972  March  meeting  requested  your  approval  to  negotiate  a 
new  three  year  contract  which  was  to  encompass  the  last  year  of 
the  1970-73  three  year  contract  plus  two  additional  years  through 
June  30, 1975  involved  a  period  of  high  inflation.  The  added  costs 
of  the  inflationary  period  are  now  reflected  in  the  second  and 
third  year  of  our  new  contract.  However,  in  an  attempt  to  reduce 
the  impact,  your  school  board  has  arranged  to  purchase  its  gas- 
oline separately  from  the  contract.  This  action  results  in  a  reim- 
bursement on  our  state  and  federal  gasoline  tax  and  thereby 
helping  us  realize  a  savings  of  $600.00  to  $800.00  for  the  year. 
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Enrollment 

Below  I  shall  try  to  illustrate  two  of  our  problems  regarding 
enrollment.  The  first  of  these  is  in  our  tuition  area  and  can  be 
seen  in  the  charts  below:

More  important  than  the  figures  above  and  something  which 
would  appear  to  have  a  greater  impact  on  our  problem  is  the  cur- 
rent development  of  mobile  home  parks  in  the  community.  In 
addition,  we  have  the  problem  of  dual  enrollment  in  Berlin  which 
if  not  forthcoming  will  bring  about  a  move  from  the  parochial 
schools   back   to   Milan.      Realizing  the  potential  problem  here, 
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your  school  board  is  asking  for  one  additional  teacher  (much  of 
the  salary  would  be  absorbed  by  monies  currently  budgeted  for 
Mrs.  Oliver  and  Mrs.  Pitre).  If  the  additional  teacher  were  hired, 
the  class  breakdown  would  be  somewhat  as  follows:

Without  a  doubt,  your  school  board  and  your  community  is 
facing  a  crisis  situation  which,  if  not  somehow  resolved,  could 
have  a  major  impact  on  the  future  of  your  town.  The  solutions 
to  our  problems  are  not  readily  available,  but  at  the  same  time, 
warrant  the  best  efforts  of  us  all.  Together  there  is  hope,  but 
unless  we  can  take  some  positive  action  now,  the  future  does  not 
look  too  bright. 

In  closing  I  wish  to  thank  your  school  board,  your  teachers, 
lunch  workers,  and  maintenance  staff  for  their  understanding  and 
cooperation  during  the  past  year.

The  year  ending  December  1972  was  one  with  few  health 
problems.  The  incidence  of  communicable  disease,  such  as 
impetigo,  seems  to  have  decreased.  Library  editions  of  health 
text  books  for  all  grades,  stencils  for  grades  one  through  four,  and 
consumables  for  grades  one  and  two  were  purchased  to  enchance 
health  teaching.  The  drug  education  program  using  the  American 
School  Health  Assoc.  Cirriculum  Guide  was  implemented  in 
grades  five  and  six  in  the  spring.  This  fall  a  dental  hygenist  was 
again  in  the  school  to  teach  the  children  about  the  preventive 
aspect  of  dental  care.  The  children  are  receiving  a  Nutrition  Unit 
from  the  U.  N.  H.  Cooperative  Extension.

2.  School  physicals  with  referrals  -  fourth   grade  and  all  new 
students. 

3.  Visual  screening  with  referrals. 

4.  Health  teaching.

2.  Three  immunization  clinics. 

3.  T.B.  testing. 

4.  Pre-school  physicals. 

5.  Drug  education.
